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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is responsive to the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) 
filed under 37 CFR §1 .53(d) on 10/6/10. Applicants have properly set forth the RCE, 
which has been entered into the application, and an examination on the merits follows 
herewith. The Examiner acknowledges Applicant's amendments to claims 41-44, 51, 
59-64 and the addition of new claims 66-69. Claims 41-69 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 41-69 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to independent claim 41 , the combination of Ram and Kennedy disclose displaying and 
interacting with trade orders for buying and selling of tradeable objects. Interacting with 
the trade screen involves moving a cursor over the location corresponding to a first 
price level displayed on the screen. Prior art combinations do not properly teach setting 
the price for a trade order to buy or sell the tradeable object at the first price level in 
response to the cursor being moved over the location and maintaining the trade order at 
the first price level subsequent to the update of the trading screen. In combination with 
the above features, Ram and Kennedy does not clearly teach subsequent to the update 
and prior to receiving another user command to move the cursor to another location, 
maintaining, by the computer device, the trade order at the first price level. It is a 
combination of these above features along with the features disclosed in the 
independent claim that makes claim 41 allowable. 
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Since claims 42-69 depend on claim 41 and include all of the limitations of this 
claim, claims 42-69 are considered allowable for the reasons in which claim 41 is 
allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Response to Arguments
